Fearfil Acts of Savage Warfare.

Sr. Pavut, Aug. 23.—Reliable infrmation 
from Fort Ridgely, confirms, without doubt, 
all previous reports. Mr.,!Wykoff, Assistant

Afterafew volleys « large body of 
ambushed Indians in the rear fired upon them,

The light from burning bulldings and grain 
stacks was seen in aii directions. Tue escaped 
citizens came into the fort during the night, 
giving aceounts of horrors too terrible for the 
imation to comceive. Mothers came in in 
rags and barefooted, whose husbands ani 
ebildren were slaughtered before their cyes. 
Children came who witnessed the murder of 
their parents or the burning of their own 
houses, The roads in the direction of New 
Ulm were lined with murdered men, women
